Polish Situation Pitiful 
Lemberg Defended by Women, 
Children and Boy’ Scouts 


Chicago. — In a letter received by 
John F, Smulski, president of the Na- 
tional Polsi department, Madame 


Paderewski, wife of the pianist and 
premier of Poland, described condi- 
tions in Poland as “pitiful,” and ‘said 
the Polish army was hungry and 
without clothes in zero weather, and 
lacked arms, The letter was dated 
January 28, 

The city of Lemberg was without 
light, water, food, arms or Aammuni- 
tion, but was constantly bombard- 
ed, Mme, Paderewski wrote. “It is 
defended by women, children and boy 
scouts,” she added, and declared, “our 
enemies commit the most horrible 
atrocities. 


“Some of the women taken prison- | 


ers were impaled on pickets,” she 
wrote. “So were also six nuns who 
were then removed and hurled in a 
heap and left to die slowly. Boy 
scouts were taken and tied together, 


j three or four at a time, with barbed 


wire and then buried alive.” 

Continuing, the premier’s wife as- 
serted the Bolsheviki were burning, 
beheading or freezing Poles to death 
along the border; in Cieszyn the 
Czechs were killing and hanging, and 
“the German army is advancing on 
Wev-are in a trap. I must 
hold my heart with both hands for 
fear it will burst with pain,” the let- 
ter concluded,

EDITORIAL 


Memorials to Our Soldiers 


A subject which is engaging the 
attention of the people of Canada, 
whether they be resident in a metro- 
politan city or in the smallest ham- 
let, is the manner in which they can 
best and most appropriately com- 
memorate the memory of their fel- 
low’ Canadian citizens who, in the 
service of their country and Empire, 
gave their lives in the Great War. 
There is no difference of opinion that 
some fittfng memorial should be 
erected in each centre of population 
in this Dominion, large or small. 
There is also unanimity of opinion 
that in every instance the memorial 
should be just as fine as it is within 
the capabilities of the people to pro- 
vide, ©The only question is what 
form these memorials should take, 

Recalling the magnificent memor- 
ial monuments, shafts, statues, arches, 
fountains, museums, and other struc- 
tures to be found on every hand 
throughout the countries of the Old 
World, one realizes that in this new 
country of Western Canada there is 
a sad lack of these artistic and _in- 
spiring structures, Of course our 
history has been brief, and but as a 
passing moment in the life of a na- 
tion. We have, of necessity, been 
obliged to confine attention very 
largely to the provision of the more 
practical and utilitarian needs of our 
pioneer condition, But the time has 
now arrived when it becomes our 
duty to» commemorate in some per- 
manent manner the glorious memory 

f our soldiers, And to do so in such 

way as to provide a source of in- 
spiration for all future generations of 
Canadians. 

In some sections of the Dominion 
there appears to be a tendency to 
exploit this universal desire to pro- 
sol- 
diers by erecting some building or 
institution which is a need of the 
community in any event. This is not 
the right spirit, and it shouldbe dis- 
couraged, No attempt should be 
made to capitalize public sympathy 
with the idea of a memorial in order 
to provide some service which soon- 
er or later would have to be provided 
in the public interest. Whatever 
form the memorial may take, it 
should be provided because it is a 
memorial, and not because of any 


- other motive. 


Each community will, of course, de- 
cide for itself the form and character 
of the memorial to its own fallen 
heroes. In some places it has been 
suggested that this should take the 
form of an endowment fund for the 
better education of the children of 
the poorer people, and thus give 
them an equal opportunity with the 
children of the more well-to-do, The 
establishment of orphanages, hospi- 
tals and other philanthropic institu- 
tions is urged in other places, In 
some of the smaller communities the 
egpption of a simple tablet or monu- 
mént is advocated, while in larger 
centres a lofty shaft or stately mon- 
ument or magnificent arch is felt to 
be most suitable, 

The character of the memorial, im- 
portant as it may be, is, after all, not 
the most important consideration. 
What is important is the spirit ani- 
mating the people in providing the 
memorial, and the lasting effect it 
will have on the life of the com-

A Floating Electric 
Power Station 


Used to Great Advantage During 
the War rst hs 

One of the many British “freak” 
vessels produced during the war is the 
floating electric power station, offi- 
cially known as C.D, 258, Although 
it was formerly a ship, 4t was under 
the control of the war office, not the 
admiralty, having been secured for 
the service of the Directorate of in- 
land waterways and docks. Its func- 
tion was- to supply electric current 
when and where required for the mis- 
cellaneous operations of this depart- 
ment in connection with docks, har- 


bors and canals used for military 
transpoyt. At a distance this vessel 
might pass for a gunboat without 


guns; technically it is described as a 
stecl barge. Amidships is a complete 
electric power station of 1,000 horse 
power, designed so that practically 
any type of electrical installation can 
be fed from this source. Two oil 
tanks, each with a capacity of 20 tons 
and an electrically driven workshop 
with Jathe, drilling machine, and’ oth- 
er repair plant, complete the main 
part of the equipment. While _ this 
“universal electric provider” is the di- 
rect outcome of war conditions, simi- 
lar equipments are likely to be very 
useful in the construction of sea and 
river works. They are also worth 
considering for the permanent supply 


of electricity to riverside towns where }- 


owing to the nature of the sub-soil 
and other local conditions, an ordin- 
ary power station would be difficult 
of erection on a site convenient for 
water and fuel supply. In ' remote 
parts of the world a floating oil pow- 
er electric station could probably be 
;installed and run much more cheaply 
than a land station, 2 
Edmonton Planning New Theatre 
Edmonton, Alta.
